Summary of AWA Exceptions 


During the previous year BerTkk, Inc. had two exceptions to AWA standards that were 

submitted by the Laboratory Director and fully approved by the BerTek, Inc. IACUC. 

]. 'Die IACUC committee empowered a single member of the committee (Chair. Ronald 
Everett, Ph.D Entomologist) to approve protocols involving insecticide testing. These tests 
would involve only treatment with ectoparasiticides and subsequent evaluation of 
ectoparasite populations and involve no painful procedures, anesthesia, surgery, or unusual 
stress. This request was made due to the small size and small number of employees at 
BerTek. Inc. Ron Everett is a member of the BerTek. Inc. Board of Directors. This 
request is resubmitted to the IACUC for approval semi-annually. 

2. Three study protocols submitted and approved by the full BerTek, Inc. IACUC involved 
infestation of ticks on cats. This task required the animal to be sedated and during infestation 
and sedation recovery be temporarily confined within transport cages without food or water. 
All transport cages met USDA/APHIS requirements and confinement did not exceed 24 
hours. 

3. A one time exemption to exhibit BerTek, Inc. colony beagles in video format without 
obtaining a Class “C” license was requested and granted by the USDA-APHIS regional 
office. Video footage was obtained by a professional film crew for a client’s marketing 
commercial. All procedures and animal handling were carried out by appropriately trained 
BerTek, Inc. staff.
